Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -20 are allowable. 

2. Claims 1 and 17 are allowable because, prior art of record taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render obvious a cavity ring-down spectrophotometer comprising an optical 
cavity resonator having a first surface and a thin metal layer disposed on said first surface, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of said claims.
